> New Steel Wage Pact 
Ready For Signatures

Wftge agreements between, U. S. Steel and CIO United Steel- 
worker* of America lack only the affixing of signatures to the 
document, according to word received from Pittsburgh, Perm., 
yesterday.

Affected by the wage boost are Some 185,000 workers In­ 
cluding approximately 1200 work-*    '•       '•——————
ere at Columbia Steel Company, 
Torrance mill, a subsidiary of 
U. 8. Steel Corporation.

According to the eastern dis­ 
patch the union and company 
officials have agreed on a naif 
cent increase In the difference 
between the 32 job classifica­ 
tions coered In the union agree­ 
ment. This amounts to a 12'^- 
centsan-hour Increase in the 
lowest paying Bracket bring­ 
ing the new pay for sweepers, 
janitors and similar jobs to $1.31. 
In the highest bracket the new 
hourly rate, boosted by 28 
cents, would be $2.88.

Union President Phil Murray 
has summoned the executive 
board and the opinion was ex­ 
pressed that he would not have 
called the board to convene, un­ 
less mo agreement was ready 
for ratification.

Mark Hits 
11*Million

Permits issued last week to 
two developers for 144 more 
new homes and 66 garages sent 
the amount of building permits 
issued so far this year soar­ 
ing over the record mark of 
$11,500,000, according to the 
recorda of Walter C. Bradford, 
:-ity hall senior clerk.

Permits for 79 homes and 
22 garages evaluated at $519,500 
were issued to the Community 
Airports Inc., developer of the 
abandoned Bay Cities Airport 
al Hawthorne and Redondo 
Beach boulevards.

Amounting to $510,800 were 
permits for 65 homes and 34 
Karnges Issued to Torrance 
Gardens, subdivide  of the 
iii-w tract at Torrance and 
Civushaw boulevards.

These permits added to others 
issued so far this month brings 
the November total to $1,133, 
040.

With five weeks r«malnlng,al- 
ready the 1950 permit evalua­ 
tion Is almost 50 per cent great­ 
er than the record established 
In 1048, which aiiifiunli-il to $7,- 
870,825.
